The young queen of the Netherlands 
knows all about tulip culture, has visit- 
ed countless bulb farms and is much 
interested in soaie promising other va- 
rieties that will come into the market 
next year.

The onc« ra- 
diant, but now sorrowing and desolate 
Empress Eugenie was also devoted to 
violets, the Bonaparte flower. 

Emperor William is endeavoring to 
lessen luxury in the army. An eques- 
trian festival planned in Berlin has been 
given up on his request. His majesty 
pointed out that the costumes were to 
be of a character too expensive for tha 
officers expected to participate. 

Princess Stephanie, of Belgium, ha.s 
been described as the most ardent of 
all royal horsewomen. It is not gen- 
erally known, perhaps, that the late 
queen of the Belgians, who was herself 
devoted to horses, instituted a private 
circus at Laeken, to which the leading 
professional riddrs of Europe were bid- 
den to instruct her and her daughters in 
the equestrian art. And the young 
princesses, it has been said, could ride a 
pony barebacked long before they could 
read or write. 

Grand Duke Serge, recently removed 
from his post as governor of Moscow, is 
one of the most hated men in Russia, 
w’here many regard him as the czar’s evil 
genius. When Nicholas was still in his 
teens Serge surrounded him with dis.si- 
pated and extravagant companions, flat- 
terers and weaklings, and secured a 
great hold on the youth by professing 
romantic devotion to the latter’s mother, 
now the dowager empress. The grand 
duke is a devoted adherent of the ortho- 
dox church. While governor and mili- 
tary commander he drew the colossal 
salary of $1,.')00.000 a year. 



Second Session. 



Washington. Feb. 28.— In the senate 
the naval bill was discussed by Messrs. 
Gorman, McCumberland, Blackburn. 
Carmack. Hale, Ix)dge, Martin, Perk- 
ins and Teller. Mr. Hale criticised 
tile loo rapid Increase of the navy and 
Mr. Lodge defended the policy of the 
administration in foreign matters and 
in naval increases. The naval bill as 
passed carries a total appropriation of 
$100.301. ,0'K*. 

With a handful of republicans, aid 
ed by the democrats. Representative 
Burton (O.) gained complete control 
of the house and forced an amendment 
to the blind; y civil bill requiring the 
use of granite iu the construction of 
the public tiiilding at Cleveland, his 
home town. The bill was passed and 
carries a total appropriation of $66 - 
672,260. i::uher in the day the confer- 
ence report on the army appropriation 
till was avreed to and a number of 
measures pw’taining to (he District of 
Columbia were passed. 

Washington, March 1. — The senate 
spent almost the entire day consider- 
ing items in the Indian appropriation 
bill, which were not passed on, and 
extended the session into the night 
for that purpose. There was quite a 
long discussion of the committee 
amendment prohibiting the use of tri- 
bal funds in the support of sectarian 
schools. The provision was modified 
so as to allow individual members of 
tribes to use their proportion of funds 
in support of the schools, and as thus 
amended were agreed to. Many other 
features of the hill were also debated. 

The session of the house was devoid 
of any incidents. As an evidence of 
the approaching adjournment, a large 
number of hills were passed by unani- 
mous consent and an evening session 
w'as held in order to discuss the gen- 
eral deficiency appropriation hill. Dur- 
ing the day the hills amending the 
homestead law's as to lands in South 
Dakota and Colorado so as to permit 
the entry of 640 acres instead of 160 
were discussed. Final action on them, 
however, was prevented by the dila- 
tory tactics of the opposition.

Mukden, March 2. — For three days 
Putiloff and Novgorod hills have been 
subjected to a terrific bombardment 
with 11-incb shells charged with Shi- 
mose powder. From a distance the 
hills look like volcanoes, spouting 
flame and great clouds of smoke, a 
hail of earth and stones falling far 
beyond their base. The Russian siege 
batteries are answering energetically 
but their fire is comparatively inef- 
fectual. 

All is quiet on the right flank at 
this time, it being reported that Gen 
Nogi is operating against the left 
flank. The weather w'as magnificent, 
warm and dry. 

Gen. Oku’s Headquarters, Feb. 28, 
via Fusan, March 2. — The Japanese 
left wing is driving hack the Russian 
outposts. The Japanese have occu- 
pied a line from Shatzemun, two miles 
west of the Hun river, in a northwest 
direction, to Kalita, on the east bank 
of the Liao river. 

A Heavy Bombardment. 

A heavy bombardment along the en- 
tire line west of the railroad is in pro- 
gress night and day. The Russians 
are firing blindly with field and heavy 
guns. The Japanese remain in their 
IKisition and make no serious response 
to the Russian fire. 

Five companies of Russian infantry 
.attacked Lantin, aided by a terrible 
artillery fire. 

After desperate hand-to-hand fight- 
ing, which lasted for an hour and a 
half, the Russians were repulsed, leav 
ing 60 dead. Many trophies were ta- 
ken, as well as several prisoners. The 
Japanese loss did not exceed 60. 

Small detachments of Russians alsc 
attacked at r»any other points, hut in 
every case they were repulsed. 

An All Night Battle. 

Russian Army Headquarters. Huan 
^Mountain, March 2. — After an all 
night battle the Russian forces which 
seized the railroad bridge across the 
ShaKHe river reilreu itfirr hnrfng Ur- 
stroyed the Japanese fortifications at 
the further end of the bridge and 
throwing the Japanese forces there 
into consternation. The Japanese 
los.se.s were heavy. The attack on the 
bridge began at 8 o’clock Tuesday ev 
ening. Lnder cover of a heavy bom- 
bardment by field, siege and mortar 
batteries Russian chasseurs dashed 
forward and crossed the bridge, w'hich 
was illuminated by Japanese search 
lights, drove hack the defenders and 
occupied the further end of the bridge. 
There the chasseurs threw up hasty 
entrenchments and soon drove the 
.Japanese from their defenses at the 
head of the bridge. 



Honolulu, March 2. — Mrs. Jane L. 
Stanford, widow of the late Leland 
Stanford, California millionaire and 
railroad magnate, who founded 
land Stanford university, died in a 
hotel in this city. 

.Mrs. Stanford returned to her hotel 
from a drive with her secretary and 
[ maid and seemed cheerful. She went 
immediately to the dining room, 
where she ordered only soup. She 
spent the evening on the veranda of 
the hotel, apparently in good spirits. 
Mrs. Stanford then planned a trip to 
Haleuva, a suburb, for the next day 
with Miss Berner, her secretary. She 
then said she would retire early so as 
to be refreshed for the trip. 

Miss Berner says: “At 8:. 30 Mrs. 

Stanford sent for her maid, whom she 
had recently employed. She then said 
to me, ‘ shall retire and take my medi- 
cine; please get it for me.’ 

Seized With Convulsions. 

“I got a teaspoonful of bicarbonate 
of soda, one purgative tablet and a 
bottle of mineral water. Mrs. Stan- 
ford forgot to take the medicine and 
lay down and slept. As soon as she 
awoke she took the medicine and 
again retired. 

“Mrs. Stanford soon thereafter was 
seized wuth vmvulsions which threw 
her orit of bed. The maid and myself 
went in answ'er to her call, as did also 
a guest from a nearby room. Sho 
said : 

“ ‘I am poisoned.’ The convulsions 
continued in spite of the effort of the 
physician, and she died later. The 
bottle of bicarbonate of soda w'as pur- 
chased by me at Adelaide several 
years ago, hut I think it had been re- 
filled for Mrs. Stanford at Sa*n Fran- 
cisco, I don’t know by what druggist.’’ 

Dr. Humphries, who attended Mrs. 
Stanford, took a small portion of the 
contents of the suspected bottle of 
bicarbonate of soda, and said it tasted 
very hitter and that he believed it 
contained strs'c.hnina. Tha doetoi- 
says there w'ere indications of strych- 
nine. hut he declined to express a pos- 
itive opinion before making analysis. 

Previous Attempt on Her Life. 

Mrs. Stanford’s secretary says that 
a previous attempt on the life of her 
employer was made on January 14 at 
her home in San Francisco, w'hen 
strychnine, she says, w'as found in a 
bottle of mineral water. 

An autopsy on the body of Mrs. 
Stanford was performed. The physi- 
cian w'ho conducted the autopsy said 
that the cause, of death was tetanus 
of the respiratory organs, but that he 
could not say how the tetanus was 
brought about until after an examina- 
tion of the contents of the stomach. 

No inquest will be held until High 
Sheriff Henry receives the reiiort of 
the chemists. 

Mrs. Henry Highton said that Mrs. 
Stanford said to her shortly after ar- 
riving in Honolulu: “The reason I 

left San Francisco was because an at- 
tempt had been made on my life, an 
attempt to poison me, and enough 
lK)ison was used to kill 20 persons.’’ 

The house of representatives of the 
territorial legislature adopted a res- 
olution of sympathy and adjourned 
out of respect for the memory of Mrs. 
Stanford. 

Surprise and Sorrow in San Francisco 

San Francisco. March 2. — New's of 
the death of Mrs. Jane L. Stanford at 
Honolulu was received with surprise 
and sorrow, to w’hich was added hor- 
ror W'hen it was learned that probably 
she had been poisoned. 

Her brother, Charles G. Lathrop, 
wlio is treasurer of Leland Stanford, 
Junior, university, refused to believe 
that her death was due to other than 
natural causes, and her attorney, 
Montford S. Wilson, declined to dis- 
cuss the report that a previous at- 
tempt to poison her had been made 
in San Francisco. 

Mr. Wilson is awaiting advices from 
Honolulu before taking any action re- 
I garding Mrs. Stanford’s business af- 
fairs, which are intimately connected 
with those of the university which she 
! and her husband founded at Palo Alto, 
Cal., in 1891, in memory of their son. 
This institution has already been en- 
dowed w'ith $38,000,000 in property 
and money, to w'hich may be added 
about $10,0t»0,000 from Mrs. Stanford’s 
I>ersonal estate. 

The University Closed. 

’The university was closed and is 
not expected to reopen until after 
Mrs. Stanford’s body has been placed 
beside those of her husband and her 
son, in their mausoleum on the col- 
lege campus. 

Mr. WiKson said Mrs. Stanford had 
been in poor health for some time and 
probably died of apoplexy or som« 
similar trouble. Shortly before she 
w'ent to Honolulu, he added, she bad 
a severe bronchial cold, and ner phy- 
sician, Dr. Hoericke, advised her to 
seek a warmer climate.

IMPORTATION OF EGGS, 



Sedan, Kan., March 2. — Suit was 
fil^d in the district court of Chautau- 
qua county, Kansas, against the Atchi- 
.son, Topeka & Santa Fe railway, 
charging violations of the anti-trust 
laws. Although the suit was not filed 
by the Kansas Oil Producers’ associa- 
tion, it is backed by that organiza- 
tion. President We.st and Secretary 
Parker, of the association, assisted F. 
S. Monnett, formerly attorney general 
of Ohio, in filing the papers, as did 
also C. A. Walsh, of Iowa. The rail- 
road is charged with violating the 
anti-trust law of Kansas by combin- 
ing with other corporations to regu- 
late freight rates in restraint of trade 
and otherwise disregarding the intent 
of the law. 



Those Preserved With Boracic Acid 
Will Not Be Admitted. 



Washington, March 1. — Secretary 
lllhlscn has issued a notice to import- 
ers announcing that further importa- 
tions of egg products in a dry state 
preserved with boracic acid or with 
preservatives with the exception of 
Balt, sugar, vinegar or wood smoke, 
will he regarded as a violation of the 
provisions of the existing law. The 
notice says that refusal to admit such 
importations will not be required of 
the secretary of the treasury on in- 
voices consulated prior to January 21, 
1905.

MONEY LOANED ON HER JEWELRY 

Henry Wiierst Charged Bonns of 
$500 in Addition to 7 Per Cent 
Interest on $2,500. 



One Witness Produced Three Check? 

For Sums Aggregating $85,000, 
Which Were Indorsed By Mr. 
and Mrs. Chadwick. 

Cleveland, O., March 2. — In the Mrs. 
Chadwick hearing in the bankruptej* 
court, Henry Wuerst, of Elyria. O., 
testified that he had made Mrs. Chad- 
wick several loans. On one of these, 

; for $2,500, he had charged a bonus to 
Mrs. Chadwick of $500 in addition to 
6 or 7 per cent, interest. 

"This was pretty high. Things look- 
ed cloudy,” said Wuerst, "and T 
charged her higher than usual.” 

Wuerst said he was invariably se- 
cured by jewelry which he had ap- 
praised and which, he said, he deem- 
ed amply sufficient in every instance 
for his perfect security in loans made 
to Mrs. Chadwick. 

The witness said that Mrs. Chad- 
wick now owed him $16,500, for which 
he still held notes for $22,500. For 
this he held as collateral jewelry suf- 
ficient to cover the face of the claim 
and more, but Collector of Customs 
Leach had them now, he said. 

Charged Big Bonuses. 

Mr. Coons was called to the stand. 
He proiiuced three checks for sum? 
aggregating $85,000, indorsed by Mrs. 
Chadwick and her husband. Thev 
were dated August 18, 1903. The 

checks w’ere drawm upon separate 
banks and in various sums at Mrs. 
Chadwick’s suggestion. Mr. Coons 
could not recall what bontis he got 
for the loans. He could not reply to 
the question as to whether the amount 
was $12,000. He had made use of the 
Reynolds certificate only at the Wade 
Park bank. Mr. Reynolds refused to 
let him see the certificate, saying that 
it was private matter. Coons said he 
met Mrs. Chadwick through H. Clark 
Ford, her attorney. Coons .said that 
there was an understanding that he 
and Ford w’ere to assume half the loav 
and share the profit. 

H Clark Ford w’as called to the wit- 
ness stand. He met Mrs. Chadwick 
in 1903 and was her attorney there- 
after for a time. 

Trustee Loeser’s Statement. 

Mr. Ford said he received a commu- 
nication from Mr. Coons. Mr. For*! 
could not recall how much he had re- 
ceived. It W’as the only transaction 
of the kind he had ever engaged in, 
he said. 

He thought the bonus was not one- 
third of $25,000. Ford said he arrang- 
j ed loans with Oberlin college, first for 
! $60,000 and then for $75,000 more. 

He received no commission on any 
loan except that from Coons. Ford 
?«nt Mrs. Chadwick $1,000 one day and 
$2,000 the next. He recovered the 
principal but no interest. 

Court then adjourned. Nathan Loe- 
[ ser, trustee for the Chadwick estate, 
believes that he can recover for the 
creditors large sums of money from 
persons who have made loans to Mrs. 
Chadwick and received more than the 

legal rate of interest. 

• 

Receipts and Expenditures. 

Washington. March 2. — The month- 
ly statement of the government re- 
ceipts and expenditures shows that 
for February, 1905, the total receipts 
were $44,6<'8,072. and the expenditure's 
$41,461,234, leaving a surplus for the 
month of $3,146,838. 



THE SUPPLY BILLS. 

The Last One Was Passed in the 

House of Representatives. 

Washington, March 2. — During th>- 
day the senate considered and passed 
three supply bills, aggregating an ap- 
propriation of more than $357,000,000, 
and at night took up a fourth bill car- 
rying more than $67,000,000. The ap- 
propriation measures passed during 
the day were: The post' office bill, 

carrying $181,526,843: the pension bill, 
carrying $138,000,0(M>, and the river 
and harbor bill, carrying, in immedi- 
ate appropriations and continuing con- 
tracts $38,350,899. The senate also 
agreed to the conference reports on 
the military academy and agricultural 
department appropriation bills. The 
Philippines import tariff bill was pass- 
ed and also several bills of minor im- 
portance. At the night session the 
sundry civil appropriation bill was 
considered. 

The house passed the general defi- 
ciency appropriation bill, the last of 
the great supply measures to be acted 
on during this congress. The fotal 
amount carried is $31,224,079. The 
temper of the house regarding the 
Swayne impeachment verdict w’as 

oHown whoii amcntlmc.nto -woiro eiL 

tached to the bill restricting the $10 
a day limit for expenses of United 
States judges so that expenditures 
above $5 a day shall be certified on 
proper vouchers, with the further pro- 
viso that in case a judge presents a 
false claim for expenses he shall be 
fined not less than $100 and imprison- 
ed for not fewer than ten days.- In 
committee of the whole an appropria- 
tion of $190,000 was voted for mileage 
of senators and members for attend- 
ing the second session of the present 
congress. The conference report on 
the military academy bill was adopted 
and other appropriation bills passed 
by the senate were sent to confer- 
ence. 

MONTHLY DEBT STATEMENT. 

A Decrease of $355,461 During the 
Mouth of February. 

Washington, March 2. — The month- 
ly statement of the public debt shows 
that at the close of business February 
28. 1905. the debt, less cash in the 
treasury, amounted to $989,574,158, j 
which is a decrease for the month of 
$.355,461. The debt is recapitulated 
as follows: 

Interest bearing debt, $895,157,530: 
deot on which interest has ceased 
since maturity, $1,417,320; debt bear- 
ing no interest. $383,681,146. Total. 
$1,280,255,997. 

This amount, how'ever, does not in- 1 
elude $1,001,134,969 in certificates and 
treasury notes outstanding, w’hich are 
offset by an equal amount of cash on 
hand, which is held for their redemp- 
tion, 

THE JURY DISAGREED. 

The Mock Court Trial of Ex-Gov. Tay- 
lor, of Kentucky. 

Des Moines, la., March 2. — The jury 
in the case of commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky against William Taylor, former- 
ly governor, tried in a mock court of 
the Drake university’s college of low'a, 
has reported that it had failed to 
reach an agreement. A message was 
dispatched to former Gov. Taylor, in 
Indianapolis. The court room ha? 
been packed for a week. 

Battleship South Carolina. 

Washington, March 2. — One of the 
new battleships authorized in the 
pending naval appropriation bill will 
be named, it is said, the South Caro- 
lina. The request that the ship be so 
named was made by the president. 

Circulation Statement. 

Washington, March 2. — The month- 
ly circulation statement show’s that at 
the close of business on February 28, 
1905, the total circulation of national 
bank notes was $469,203,840, an itv 
crease for the year of $384(79.530. .

front of the white house. Between two 
immense reviewing stands that will oc- 
cupy the two ydes of this square there 
will be erected a “Court of History,” in 
which will be placed heroic statues of 
men who were pioneers in the northwest 
and who helped build up the country 
where Mr. Roosevelt spent several years 
as hunter and ranchman. These statues 
were used at the world’s fair, and among 
them are one .of Andrew Jackson, by 
Lewis Potter; Robert Livingston, by 
Augustus Lukeman; James Monroe, by 
Julia Bracken; George Rogers Clark, by 
Elsie Ward; Anthony Wayne, by W. 
Clark Noble; LaSalle, by Louis A. Gude- 
brod; Marbois, by” Henry Herring, and 
Gobelin, by MaxManch. 

Then there will be palms and plants 
from Florida, bamboo poles from the 
Philippines and other schemes of unique 
decoration. There will be four figures 
from the portico of the liberal arts build- 
ing; four figures from the collonade 
around the varied industries building, 
and more than 100 urns from various 
buildings and bridges with lions, eagles, 
female figures, shields and other decora- 
tions that were so familiar to visitors at 
the world's fair. The important feature 
of the gift is that the statuary will revert 
permanently lo Washington and will bs 
used to adorn the parks and public 
places. All these works of art collected 
in the court of history are bound to make 
an imposing show, and they will serve 
to transform this portfcn of Washing- 
ton into a miniature world’s fair.

The Sensitive Senate. 

f HILE Air. Palmer is 
very much in earn- 
est in this impeach- 
ment trial, and be- 
lieves in his inner-’ 
m o s t conscience 
that Judge Swayne 
has been guilty of 
conduct that should 
remove him from 
his high office, the 
senate acts almost 
as though it resent- 
ed the bringing of 
the case before it. 
The members of that august body do not 
seem to relish the appearance of seven 
men from the other house to occupy a 
place of apparently more prominence 
than they do themselves. It seems to be 
a hard task for the senators to sit and 
listen to outsiders talking. They take 
every opportunity of breaking in with 
questions, some of which seem so irrel- 
evant as to suggest the idea that the sen- 
ators wanted merely to get into the game 
and hear their own voices. 

In the impeachment trial the senate 
is just as jealous of its prerogatives as 
when it is acting as a legislative body. 
The transition to a high court is not al- 
lowed to rob the body of its dignity and 
self-assertiveness. If any move is made 
on the part of the managers of the house 
it is immediately questioned and the 
senate w'ants to know why it is made 
and what authority there is for it. The 
house managers, however, have pre- 
pared themselves for every question and 
emergency. When the question of prece- 
dent is raised the managers are seen to 
go down into their inside pockets and 
pull out notes and manuscript that show 
how I’aoroughly they have posted them- 
selves on everything pertaining to an 
impeachment trial. Mr. Palmer, Mr, 
Olmsted, Mr. Perkins, Mr. Powers, and 
the rest of the house managers have 
burned barrels of midnight oil in look- 
ing up previous impeachment trials 
from that of Warren Hastings down, 
and fortifying themselves on every pos- 
sible point that can be brought up in 
dispute.

These names will be engraA”ed on 
small nickel plates, which will he at- 
tached to the proper desks. 

The suggestion for this w”ork arose the 
other day when some one tried to locate 
the desk which Daniel Webster used when 
a member of the senate. None of the 
senate attaches were able to identify it, 
although if old Isaac Bassett, who was 
assistant doorkeeper of the senate for 
upwards of 60 years, had been alive he 
could have solved the question, as he 
possessed the secret of the location of all 
the desks occupied by noted statesmen 
almost since the building of the capitol. 
One of the senate secrets is the know- 
ledge of where the desks are that Henry 
Clay and John C. Calhoun occupied. This 
secret has de-scended through a succes- 
sion of senate officials. 

For a long time the desk w’hich was oc- 
cupied by Jefferson Davis when a senator 
from Mississippi was m-.-' exhibited to 
the public. During tfi»-*'ivil war some 
union soldiers broke inru the senate 
chamber and jabbed the desk full of bay- 
onet holes. The punctures were plugged 
up and nicely smoothed over, but the 
marks of the haj'onets can be to thi.s 
day. The oi l Davis desk is now used by 
Senator Cockrell of Mis.souri. There 
has been no change in the style of 
d 3 sks used for the last three-quarters of 
a century, (jeeasionaily they have to 
be repaired and ne-w desks have to oe 
put in, but Dje samt auUqu« is foir 
lowed.
